SYNOPSIS 


On August 29, 2020, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force/Shooting Response Team 
comprised of Sergeants Terrence Smith and Troy Rodriquez, along with Lieutenant Eric 
Smitson, responded to East Los Angeles Station regarding a Category-3 Use of Force. 
Suspect Eduardo Jimenez was transported to the hospital, via ambulance, and 
medically sedated. During his medical evaluation/treatment, it was determined he 
sustained a cheek bone and a right hand fracture and was subsequently admitted into 
the hospital for Ryabdomyolysis. The use-of-force was documented under Uniform 
Report Number 920-11571-0276-058 [EXHIBIT G]. 


SUMMARY 


On August 28, 2020, Deputies Leon and NNN Unit 22) responded to] 
a response to a call for service, (Incident number 
ELA20241-0271) [EXHIBIT A]. There, they contacted assisting unit, Deputies Rojas 
and Maldonado (Unit 23A), who arrived at the location shortly before them. 


The call indicated a male Hispanic, Suspect Jimenez, was harassing i -— 
Deputies Rojas and Maldonado contacted Suspect Jimenez, and detained him pending 
further investigation. Suspect Jimenez made incoherent and rambling statements about 
someone trying to kill his NNN His  !  Á ENTE 
EE - Suspect Jimenez was on active parole and was under the influence of 
Crystal methamphetamine for the past four to five days. 


Deputies Leon and EN" Suspect Jimenez was under the influence of a 
controlled substance and arrested him. Deputies Rojas and Maldonado transported 
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Lo ~ 


Suspect Jimenez to the East Los Angeles Station for booking. Once at the station, 
Suspect Jimenez was placed into a holding cell to await the booking process. When 
Suspect Jimenez began harassing other inmates in the main booking cell, the jailer, 
Custody Assistant Cabral, moved him to an isolation cell. 


Later, Dept NN penec the isolation cell door to place a wristband on Suspect 
Jimenez's wrist. After placing the wristband on, Deputy EE attempted to close 
the cell door, but Suspect Jimenez applied his body weight against the door and pushed 
ast Dept NNN] Simultaneously, Deput approached to assist Deputy 
As Suspect Jimenez pushed past Deput he punched Deputy 
in the face and pushed her into an adjacent wall, causing her to hit her head. 


Suspect Jimenez ran several feet away, down an adjacent hallway and into a storage 
closet where he barricaded himself inside. Suspect Jimenez ransacked the closet, 
knocking items onto the floor, from atop filing cabinets, damaging property and pouring 
bleach and cleaning chemicals on himself and throughout the closet. Additionally, 
Suspect Jimenez broke the overhead light fixture in the storage closet with an oxygen 
tank. Plexiglass and glass from the light fixture fell down onto Suspect Jimenez. 
Additionally, the oxygen tank damaged the storage closet ceiling and struck Suspect 
Jimenez in the head. As a result, Suspect Jimenez sustained lacerations and cuts to 
his head and face. The head lacerations bled “profusely” and produced a “significant” 
amount of blood. 


Responding deputies attempted to gain Suspect Jimenez's co ; however, he 
refused. The Watch Commander, Lieutenant Eduardo Lopez asked Suspect 
Jimenez to place his hands behind his back and surrender, but he would not comply. 
After several minutes, Suspect Jimenez complained he was having trouble breathing 
due to the cleaning chemicals he poured over himself and inside the closet. Although 
Suspect Jimenez was injured and had difficulty breathing, he refused to exit the storage 
closet. 


Deputy Leon recognized the exigency and formulated an immediate extraction plan and 
tactics to be employed. The extraction team consisted of Deputies Nikolis Perez, 
Jonathan Rojas, Alberto Maldonado, An Luu, Woodrow Kim, Andrew Aselin, Danny 
Galvez and Matthew Hernandez, under the direction of Sergeants Paul Gonzalez and 
German Ochoa. 


The deputies formed an entry team at the door with Deputy Hernandez in front with a 
shield. Deputy Luu introduced a stingball grenade into the storage closet. After the 
stingball detonated, it generated smoke which made it very difficult to see. As the 
smoke dissipated, the deputies saw Suspect Jimenez lying on the floor, as if he 
intended to comply. The deputies made entry into the storage closet; however, seconds 
later, Suspect Jimenez became combative and began swinging his fists wildly at the 
deputies. Additionally, Suspect Jimenez attempted to push past the deputies. Several 
deputies simultaneously struck and grabbed Suspect Jimenez, in an effort to subdue 
and control him. 
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Suspect Jimenez was taken down to the hallway floor, just outside of the storage closet 
where a physical altercation ensued. Only after Suspect Jimenez was tased several 
times were deputies able to handcuff and place a hobble restraint on Suspect Jimenez's 
ankles. Suspect Jimenez was carried to an awaiting gurney and transported to the 
hospital by an ambulance. This use of force was de-briefed by all of the involved 
personnel following the incident. 


INVESTIGATION 
VIDEO REVIEW 
IAB investigators reviewed the video recordings which depicted visual information, from 
several vantage points, to evaluate the actions of Suspect Jimenez and the use of force 


employed by the involved deputies. The referenced times below are from the elapsed 
runtimes of the video footage. 


The assault on cept NR NNN = captured on the jail's 
surveillance cameras. The video depicted the incident as it began at the holding cell 
when Deputy ININ opened the cell door to place a wristband on Suspect Jimenez's 
wrist [EXHIBIT B, CH03 - Sidecell]. 


00:20 Dept MME contacts Suspect Jimenez at the holding cell door and 
opened the door. 


00:40 Deputy [placed a wristband onto Suspect Jimenez's wrist. 


00:58 Deputy attempted to close the cell door, but Suspect Jimenez

00:48 Deputies carried Suspect Jimenez from the hallway into the booking area 
and placed him onto the gurney. 

02:30 Deputies re-positioned the Hobble Restraint, moving it from Suspect 
Jimenez's ankles to his knees so he could be restrained with the gurney 
restraints. 

04:30 The video ended after paramedics wheeled Suspect Jimenez out of the 


booking area to an awaiting ambulance. 


Approximately 14:06 in length, the video depicted a pre-extraction briefing in the jail 
hallway, the subsequent use of force which occurred during the extraction of Suspect 
Jimenez, Suspect Jimenez being detained and placed on a gurney and placement into 
an ambulance for transportation to the hospital [EXHIBIT B, UOF VIDEO]. 


00:00-03:15 Pre-Extraction briefing. 


03:16-03:45 Deputies prepared to make entry to the storage closet, additional 
commands were given to Suspect Jimenez, and the storage room door is 


unlocked. 
03:46 Stingball grenade employed into storage closet. 
03:48 Stingball grenade was successfully discharged, the associated smoke 


vented into the hallway and deputy personnel attempt to regain visual 
awareness of Suspect Jimenez through the window panel in the door. 


04:20 Deputy personnel made entry into the closet. 


04:21-04:48 The video footage was diminished by the darkness and inside the storage 
closet and the proximity of the handheld video camera to the incident.

Deputy Abellano recorded this incident from the planning 
stage through the incident's entirety [EXHIBIT B].

Approximately 9:46 in length, the video depicted the Watch Commander, Lieutenant 


Eduardo Lopez, as he attempted to persuade Suspect Jimenez to comply with their 
orders through the small window on the storage closet door. The video depicted certain 
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pre-planning prior to the extraction; however, the main pre-planning took place in 
another part of the station, off camera.

Approximately 1:13 in length, the video was recorded by Sergeant German Ochoa and 
documented the blood on the floor of the hallway, the damage to the interior of the 
storage closet and the isolation holding cell.

SUSPECT INJURIES 


On August 28, 2020, IAB investigators spoke to Dr. Darren Morris who stated Dr. Nabel 
was Suspect Jimenez's treating physician; however Dr. Nabel was not available. Dr. 
Morris stated Suspect Jimenez was treated for facial fractures, which were age 
indeterminate. Per the medical report, Suspect Jimenez sustained the following 
fractures [EXHIBIT E]: 


- Third metacarpal fracture of right hand 
-  Age-indeterminate nasal bone fracture 
- Age-indeterminate left front process maxilla fracture 


Additionally, Suspect Jimenez sustained lacerations and contusions on his face and 
head, and abrasions and contusions to his back, shoulders and legs. Suspect 
Jimenez's medical records further indicated he was diagnosed with Ryabdomyolysis 
likely the result of methamphetamine use. Refer to Suspect Jimenez' medical report 
[EXHIBIT E]. 


IAB NOTE: Ryabdomyolysis is the breakdown of muscle tissue resulting in the 
release of a protein (myoglobin) into the blood. Myoglobin can 
damage the kidneys. Some causes of Ryabdomyolysis include the 
use of alcohol or illegal drugs such as heroin, cocaine or 
amphetamines, extreme muscle strain, electrical shock injury, 
lightning strike, or third-degree burn. 


IAB NOTE: Noted in Suspect Jimenez's medical records was a comment, "Per 
EMS, pt was struck in head with baton." IAB investigators did not 
find any evidence to support the comment; however, Deputy Leon's 
statement an oxygen tank struck Suspect Jimenez on the head 
may be the cause. 
DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES 
Deputy BE. bleeding and swelling to her nose 


Deputy Leon sustained a fractured right hand 
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Deputy Galvez sustained a swollen right hand. 


Deputy Rojas was injured when a prong from the misfired Taser entered his left wrist. 
Deputy Rojas underwent surgery to remove the prong. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 
No evidence recovered. 
INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS 


Approximately twelve hours transpired from the use of force occurring to IAB 
investigator's observations. By the time of our arrival, the area had been cleaned and 
the storage closet reorganized; however, the closet's overhead light remained broken. 


IAB investigators responded to the Los Angeles County Medical Center jail ward and 
found Suspect Jimenez lying in a hospital bed. Suspect Jimenez had several 
lacerations on his scalp and face, which were covered with dried blood. Additionally, he 
had multiple contusions on his back, chest, back, sides and on both legs. 


Photographs were taken of Suspect Jimenez's during his initial treatment at the hospital 
and later upon the arrival of IAB investigators [EXHIBIT B]. 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL 


Suspect Jimenez armed himself with a "SURVIVAIR" 4500 PSI air tank and broken 
pieced of Plexiglass and/or fluorescent light bulbs. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 

Suspect Jimenez ransacked the storage closet and poured bleach and other cleaning 
liquids throughout the closet. He knocked over items onto the floor and broke an 
overhead light and a small television which was stored in the closet. 

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION AND CHARGES FILED 

Suspect Jimenez was charged with the following under case number BA489717: 

One count of Assault with a Deadly Weapon, 245c PC 

One count of Resisting an Executive Officer, 69 PC 

One count of Escape, 836.6b PC 

On March 1, 2021, pursuant to a plea agreement, Suspect Jimenez pleaded no contest 


to Assault with a Deadly Weapon, 245c PC and Escape, 836.6b PC and received a four 
year State prison sentence. Refer to Minute Order BA489717 [EXHIBIT F]. 
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LIGHTING CONDITIONS 


When Suspect Jimenez broke the overhead light inside the storage closet, the only 
ambient light was from the adjacent hallway. When the stingball grenade successfully 
discharged, the smoke also limited the visibility inside the storage closet. 


The lighting in the hallway was sufficient when the use of force transitioned to that area. 
STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the verbatim 
transcriptions. IAB investigators reviewed all reports authored by involved deputies and 
determined they were consistent with their Internal Affairs Bureau Administrative Force 
Review interviews.

Deputy along with his partner, Deputy Leon, Unit 22, responded eu | 
and contacted Suspect Jimenez's in response to a family 
isturbance call. Suspect Jimenez NN ee Suspect Jimenez was recently 
released from jail and had been high for the last three days. Suspect Jimenez was 
being detained by assisting Deputies Rojas and Maldonado, Unit 23A. It was 
determined Suspect Jimenez was under the influence of a controlled substance and he 
spoke to Suspect Jimenez before he was transported.

[Deputy ranscript, Page 5]. Suspect Jimenez was not belligerent or 
threatening at that time. Suspect Jimenez admitted he had been “messing up." 
Deputies Rojas and Maldonado transported Suspect Jimenez to the East Los Angeles 


Station for booking. 

Once at the East Los Angeles Station, o NN -027 the booking process on 
Suspect Jimenez. Deputy| described Suspect Jimenez's behavior as 
cooperative between his transfer from the patrol car to the station jail. Deputy 

placed Suspect Jimenez in the main booking cell and walked away to retrieve a booking 
forms. When he returned, he saw Suspect Jimenez was moved from the main booking 
cell to an isolation cell. The jailer on duty, Custody Assistant Ashley Cabral, told Deputy 
hm UK Suspect Jimenez was picking fights with the other inmates in the booking 
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cell. Deputy 5 contacted Suspect Jimenez at the isolation cell and saw he 
affixed his shirt onto the cell door, which obstructed Deputy view into the 
cell. Deputy Asked Suspect Jimenez to take the shirt down and Suspect 
Jimenez complied.

“covered with blood” from their “elbows to wrists” [Deputy NNUA Transcript,

IAB NOTE: The isolation cell, where Suspect Jimenez was placed, is not 
equipped with “tray slots” which would have allowed Deputy 
to place a wristband onto Suspect Jimenez's wrist 
without having to open the cell door. A “tray slot” is a small secured 
opening in a cell door, which can be opened and closed, allowing 
personnel to pass food items and/or trays of food to inmates. 


deputy NN not believe he needed another deputy present with him while 
dealing with Suspect Jimenez, because the suspect was initially cooperative and did 
everything that was asked of him. Prior to the assault, there was no indication Suspect 


Jimenez was going to be assaultive [Deputy EE Transcript, Pages 13-14]. 


Deo bescribea his injury as a “superficial, light scratch” and “more of a 
stun;” however, nothing required “hospitalization or medical treatment” [Deputy 
ranscript, Page 10].

DEPUTY DANNY GALVEZ 


On November 11, 2020, Deputy Danny Galvez was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Terrence Smith at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Deputy 
Galvez's statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT G]. 


On August 28, 2020, Deputy Galvez was in the East Los Angeles Station's watch 
commander's office when he heard the jail's panic alarm sound. Deputy Galvez 
responded to the jail and saw Deputy [M told him, "They're back there!” 
[Deputy Galvez's First Transcript, Page 4]. Deputy Galvez saw Deputy c 
Custody Assistant Cabral holding the door to a storage closet. Deputy Galvez was told 
Suspect Jimenez struck Deput' n the face and locked himself in the storage 
closet. Deputy Galvez relieved Deputy nd Custody Assistant Cabral and took a 
position at the storage closet door. Deputy Galvez looked through a small window on 
the door and saw Suspect Jimenez “destroying the room" [Deputy Galvez's First 
Transcript, Page 5]. Deputy Galvez gave Suspect Jimenez commands to place his 
hands behind his back; however, he did not comply. 
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IAB NOTE: Deputy Galvez indicated in his report and interview that Suspect 
Jimenez broke the glass screen on a television inside the closet. 
Pictures taken the night of the incident showed a television with a 
broken outer casing, but not the glass screen [EXHIBIT B, 
Photos]. 


Deputy Leon, along with other deputies responded to the panic alarm. Deputy Leon 
subsequently formulated an extraction plan utilizing the responding deputies. Deputy 
Galvez was assigned to open the door for the extraction team and to maintain a visual 
on Suspect Jimenez. Deputy Galvez stated the plan began as an extraction plan, but 
turned into a rescue when Suspect Jimenez began complaining he couldn't breathe due 
to the cleaning chemicals he poured throughout the storage closet. Deputy Galvez 
watched Suspect Jimenez go limp against the wall and his eyes roll back into his head. 
Deputy Galvez saw Suspect Jimenez drop to one knee and heard him say he couldn't 
breathe and "I need help" [Deputy Galvez's First Transcript, Page 6]. 


Deputy Galvez further explained while he observed Suspect Jimenez inside the storage 
closet, the suspect was struck in the head by "shards of glass" from the overhead light 
fixture. As a result, Suspect Jimenez sustained a laceration to his head which produced 
“a significant amount of blood." Additionally, Suspect Jimenez climbed atop of "metal 
shelves" and armed himself with an oxygen tank. 


IAB NOTE: The “metal shelves" described by Deputy Galvez were a row of 
filing cabinets inside the closet which created a shelf like surface. 


Deputy Leon directed Deputy Galvez to open the door so Deputy Luu could employ the 
stingball. Deputy Galvez saw Suspect Jimenez holding the oxygen tank at which time 
he told the suspect to drop the tank. Once the stingball was thrown into the closet, 
Deputy Galvez closed the door. After the stingball detonated, Deputy Galvez saw the 
storage closet fill with smoke. Deputy Galvez saw Suspect Jimenez through the smoke 
holding his ears. As the smoke cleared, Deputy Galvez saw Suspect Jimenez crouched 
down in the southwest corner of the storage closet, with his head between his knees. 
Believing Suspect Jimenez was finally surrendering, Deputy Galvez opened the door to 
allow the deputies to enter. Deputy Galvez stayed at the doorway and used his 
flashlight to illuminate the closet. 


Once the deputies entered the storage closet, Deputy Galvez saw Suspect Jimenez 
jump up, assumed a fighting stance, and struck Deputy Hernandez, who was the first 
person in line, and holding a shield. Suspect Jimenez armed himself with shards of 
glass from the broken overhead light and from a broken television set [Deputy Galvez's 
First Transcript, Page 9-10]. 


Deputy Galvez recalled stepping into the utility closet, but "slipping all over the place" 
because of the liquid chemicals on the floor. Suspect Jimenez was able to move past 
the deputies in the storage closet and fell onto the floor of the hallway. Deputy Galvez 
did not know if Suspect Jimenez was taken down or if he slipped and fell to the floor. 
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Deputy Galvez repositioned from the closet door to Suspect Jimenez's left side. Deputy 
Galvez described Suspect Jimenez as “actively fighting” and “actively throwing 
punches’ [Deputy Galvez’s First Transcript, Page 11-12]. Deputy Galvez struck 
Suspect Jimenez in the face approximately fifteen times, with his right fist, and 
described the punches as having some effect. 


Deputy Galvez recalled Deputy Leon deployed his Taser and yelled, “Taser, Taser!” 
Deputy Galvez did not see any other uses of force by deputy personnel. Deputy Galvez 
handcuffed Suspect Jimenez’s left arm after the suspect was tased. Deputy Maldonado 
assisted him with handcuffing the Suspect Jimenez's right arm. After Suspect Jimenez 
was handcuffed he was placed in a recovery position and carried to an awaiting gurney. 


Deputy Galvez described his state of mind during this incident as being fearful due to 
the fact Suspect Jimenez armed himself. Deputy Galvez further explained he punched 
Suspect Jimenez multiple times in an attempt to apprehend the suspect and not to 
injure him. 


On May 12, 2021, Sergeant Terrence Smith conducted a follow up interview with 
Deputy Galvez, at the Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Galvez was read the video 
advisement and shown the use of force video. Deputy Galvez confirmed his role in the 
medical rescue extraction of Suspect Jimenez. Deputy Galvez’ task was to maintain a 
visual on Suspect Jimenez through the small window on the door to the storage closet. 
Deputy Galvez saw Suspect Jimenez use an oxygen tank to break items and an 
overhead light inside the storage closet. Deputy Galvez described Suspect Jimenez 
holding the oxygen tank on both ends, (one hand on each end), and swinging it above 
his head to break the overhead light fixture. Deputy Galvez described what he believed 
to be Suspect Jimenez arming himself with broken glass. Deputy Galvez saw blood 
running down Suspect Jimenez’s face from a cut on top of his head. Deputy Galvez 
described the bleeding as a “consistent running of blood” [Deputy Galvez’s Second 
Transcript, Page 5]. 


After the stingball was employed, Deputy Galvez opened the storage closet door to 
allow the team to make entry. Deputy Galvez opened the door and positioned himself 
in the doorway, as he held the door open. Additionally, he used his flashlight to 
illuminate the room. Deputy Galvez saw Suspect Jimenez hit Deputy Hernandez in his 
face and was “throwing” punches at other deputies entering the storage closet ” 
[Deputy Galvez's Second Transcript, Page 6]. 


Deputy Galvez stated once he saw Suspect Jimenez make it past the doorway, he 
worked his way “out into the hallway.” He stated, “That's how | ended up on his left 
side” [Deputy Galvez’s Second Transcript, Page 6]. 


Deputy Galvez did not count his punches as he watched the video and continued to 
estimate he delivered approximately 15 punches to Suspect Jimenez’s head and upper 
body. Deputy Galvez’ goal for punching Suspect Jimenez was to gain Suspect 
Jimenez's compliance. Deputy Galvez stated he reassessed as he punched Suspect 
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Jimenez by looking for signs he stopped punching, was slowing down and if the suspect 
was going to lie on his stomach and “give us his hands” or “is he giving up?” [Deputy 
Galvez's Second Transcript, Page 7]. 


Deputy Galvez stated as he reassessed, he determined Suspect Jimenez was actively 
fighting and not complying. He said Suspect Jimenez was moving and kicking his feet. 
Deputy Galvez stopped punching Suspect Jimenez when the suspect stopped fighting. 
Deputy Galvez explained they stopped fighting simultaneously with the employment of 
the taser, drive stun, by Deputy Leon. Deputy Galvez was able to handcuff Suspect 
Jimenez after he was tased. 


| asked Deputy Galvez if he could describe what occurred during the “unfocused” 
portion of the video. Deputy Galvez stated, “That's when he was throwing punches. 
Inside the closet.” | asked Deputy Galvez to describe what occurred just before the 
camera came into focus, when Suspect Jimenez fell out of the closet, onto the floor. 
Deputy Galvez stated, "| don't recall.” That's when | came out, he was already on the 
ground.” Deputy Galvez stated, "From what I recall, once | came onto his left side, 
that's when he was throwing punches” [Deputy Galvez's Second Transcript, Page 
11]. 


DEPUTY MIGUEL LEON 


On December 3, 2020, Deputy Miguel Leon was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Terrence 
Smith at the Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Miguel Leon was re-interviewed on 
January 8, 2021 by IAB Sergeant Terrence Smith. The following is a summary of 
Deputy Leon's statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report 
[EXHIBIT G]. 


n August 28.2020, Deputies Leon and | |— eo 22), responded to 
here Deputies Rojas and Maldonado, Unit 23A, were detaining 

Suspect Jimenez. Deputy Leon spoke with Suspect Jimeno stated her 

Suspect Jimenez, had been using methamphetamine for the last couple weeks and 
was acting “bizarre” [Deputy Leon’s First Transcript, Page 4]. Additionally, she was 
scared of his behavior. Deputy Leon described Suspect Jimenez's statements as 
incoherent. After conducting a field sobriety test, Deputy Leon determined Suspect 
Jimenez was under the influence of a stimulant, and arrested him. Deputies Rojas and 
Maldonado transported Suspect Jimenez to the East Los Angeles Station to be booked. 


While Deputy Leon was in the station’s report writing room, he heard the panic alarm 
sound inside the jail. Deputy Leon responded to the jail and saw Deputies Galvez and 
Luu holding the storage closet door. Deputy Leon’s partner, Deputy | 
approached and advised him of what just occurred with Suspect Jimenez. Deputy 
ae: Deputy Leon that S jmenez assaulted him by pushing him and 
punching him in his face. Deputy i o. told him Suspect Jimenez punched 
Doro MM her face as well. Additionally, Deputy Galvez advised him Suspect 
Jimenez was "ransacking" the closet and armed himself with an oxygen tank and a 
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metal chair [Deputy Leon's First Transcript, Page 6]. 


Deputy Leon later confirmed the storage closet door locked when Suspect Jimenez 
closed it; however, he was unaware of this fact at first. Deputy Leon looked into the 
storage closet through the small window in the door, and saw the closet was ransacked. 
Bleach and other cleaning supplies were on the floor. Suspect Jimenez used an 
oxygen tank to break the overhead light fixture, hit the walls and door, and threw the 
tank up to the ceiling, which caused it to hit his head. Deputy Leon briefed Sergeant 
Gonzales and told him he was going to formulate a plan to remove Suspect Jimenez 
from the storage closet [Deputy Leon's First Transcript, Page 6]. Deputy Leon, along 
with Deputies Rojas and Perez began making a plan to extract Suspect Jimenez. 
Deputy Leon took the lead role in assigning positions to the deputies involved in the 
extraction operation. Deputy Leon assigned Deputy Luu to deploy the stingball, Deputy 
Hernandez to deploy the shield, Deputies Aselin, Maldonado, Nikolis Perez and Rojas 
were assigned to control and takedown, and Deputy Abellano was assigned to record 
the incident with a video camera. Deputy Kim was assigned to take a stand by position 
to relieve other deputies if needed [Deputy Leon's First Transcript, Page 7]. 


Deputy Leon conducted a criminal history check of Suspect Jimenez and found he had 
Additionally, Suspect Jimenez was recently 
During the tactical 

y imenez was requesting medical assistance 
because he was having trouble breathing due to the cleaning chemicals he poured 
throughout the storage closet. 


Deputy Leon, along with the other involved deputies, responded back to the jail. Upon 
arriving back to the jail, Deputy Leon heard Suspect Jimenez yelling he could not 
breathe and needed help. Deputy Leon looked through the storage door's window and 
saw Suspect Jimenez had placed shards of glass along his waistband. Deputy Leon 
smelled the strong odor of cleaning chemicals emitting from the closet, which he 
described as “pretty strong.” Deputy Leon stated the chemicals were affecting his eyes 
and throat [Deputy Leon's First Transcript, Page 8]. Deputy Galvez told Deputy Leon 
that Suspect Jimenez broke the light fixture and was arming himself with shards of 
glass. Suspect Jimenez was also bleeding from his face and head due to the broken 
glass. 


Prior to entering the storage closet, Deputy Leon instructed Deputy Galvez to give 
Suspect Jimenez commands to get on his knees and place his hands on his head; 
however, Suspect Jimenez did not comply. Suspect Jimenez continued screaming for 
help, at which time Deputy Luu introduced the stingball into the closet. After the 
stingball detonated, the extraction team made entry into the storage closet. Deputy 
Leon was the last in line of involved deputies, and heard deputies inside the closet 
yelling for Suspect Jimenez to stop fighting. Although the closet was dark, Deputy Leon 
saw Suspect Jimenez punching, kicking, and swinging his arms. Deputy Leon thought 
the deputies inside the closet were having trouble controlling Suspect Jimenez as he 
forced his way into the hallway [Deputy Leon's First Transcript, Page 10]. 
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Deputy Leon engaged Suspect Jimenez as he made his way out of the storage closet. 
Deputy Leon grabbed the left side of the suspect's torso and performed a takedown, as 
he alerted his team members by yelling “Takedown.” Deputy Leon had difficulty holding 
onto Suspect Jimenez because he was covered in cleaning chemicals and blood. 
Additionally, he had difficulty maintaining his footing because the floor was wet and 
slippery. Suspect Jimenez continued punching, kicking and thrashing about violently as 
he laid on the floor. Deputy Leon and the other involved deputies gave Suspect 
Jimenez multiple commands to stop fighting; however, he did not comply. Deputy Leon 
punched Suspect Jimenez approximately 15 times in his face, with his fists, while he 
ordered him to stop fighting. Suspect Jimenez continued “his assaultive behavior by 
punching and kicking, thrashing his body. And he had no intention of stopping the 
assault” [Deputy Leon's First Transcript, Page 12-13]. Deputy Leon did not see the 
other involved deputies uses of force because he was focused on Suspect Jimenez's 
upper torso. 


Suspect Jimenez was rolled onto his stomach by the involved deputies, but continued to 
thrash about. Deputy Leon saw a flash light on the floor beside Suspect Jimenez. 
Suspect Jimenez attempted to grab the flashlight. Deputy Leon decided to employ his 
Taser several times; however, it malfunctioned and would not fire. Deputy Leon 
removed the cartridge at which time the prongs misfired in an unknown direction. 
Deputy Leon successfully removed the Taser cartridge and drive stunned Suspect 
Jimenez approximately three times [Deputy Leon's First Transcript, Page 14]. 


Deputies Leon and Galvez were eventually able to handcuff Suspect Jimenez's right 
arm and placed it behind his back. Deputy Leon believed Deputies Nikolas Perez and 
Rojas handcuffed Suspect Jimenez's left arm. 


Deputies Leon and Galvez, along with other involved deputies placed Suspect Jimenez 
in the recovery position. The involved deputies assisted with carrying Suspect Jimenez 
to the awaiting gurney to be treated by paramedics. 


Deputy Leon described his state of mind as being fearful because he believed Suspect 
Jimenez was armed with sharp shards of glass. Deputy Leon de-briefed this incident 
and discussed their tactical plan and what they could have improved on [Deputy 
Leon's First Transcript, Page 17]. Deputy Leon described how he and the involved 
deputies attempted to de-escalate this situation while Suspect Jimenez was barricaded 
inside the storage closet. Once the extraction began, there was no longer any 
opportunity to de-escalate the situation [Deputy Leon's First Transcript, Page 17]. 


On January 8, 2021, | showed Deputy Leon a print out of the Taser activation report 
related to the Taser he employed during the use of force. The activation sheet showed 
10 activations occurring on August 28, 2020. The activations were listed in order and 
numbered from 90 to 99. Deputy Leon clarified the first five activations (90-94) were 
test activations and occurred prior to the use of force. The subsequent activations 
numbered 95 and 96 occurred during the use of force, but were misfires due to the 
Taser malfunctioning. Activation number 96 occurred when Deputy Leon attempted to 
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remove the Taser cartridge, causing the prongs to eject wildly. The prongs did not 
strike Suspect Jimenez; however, one prong struck Deputy Jonathan Rojas in his wrist. 


Activations 97, 98, and 99 occurred during the use of force and were actual drive stun 
applications to Suspect Jimenez's back. These activations were each 5 second 
durations and occurred at 20:31:32, 20:31:43 and 20:31:49, respectively [EXHIBIT C]. 


On May 3, 2021, IAB Sergeant Terrence Smith conducted a follow up interview with 
Deputy Miguel Leon. Deputy Leon was read the video advisement and shown the use 
of force video. 


Deputy Leon described his takedown of Suspect Jimenez, which was also discussed in 
a prior Internal Affairs interview. Deputy Leon recalled Suspect Jimenez charging 
toward his direction. Deputy Leon stated, “I grabbed him from the upper torso, head 
area, and used my body weight to kind of bring him down.” Deputy Leon stated he 
“secured his head from hitting the floor’ [Deputy Miguel Leon’s Third Transcript, 
Page 2]. Deputy Leon was unsure if Suspect Jimenez’s head hit the floor and the 
suspect was slippery from blood, sweat and liquid he poured on himself. Deputy Leon 
didn't remember if Suspect Jimenez's head actually hit the floor. 


Deputy Leon said the purpose for taking Suspect Jimenez to the floor was to prevent 
him from breaking away, “running through the jail or station,” and wanted to “hopefully 
gain control of him down on the ground with the additional deputies” [Deputy Miguel 
Leon's Third Transcript, Page 3]. 


When reviewing the use of force video, IAB investigator counted approximately 18-19 
punches delivered to Suspect Jimenez by Deputy Leon. Deputy Leon confirmed he 
initially believed he punched Suspect Jimenez's face, head and upper torso 
approximately 15 times because the suspect was “fighting with deputies” [Deputy 
Miguel Leon's Third Transcript, Page 3]. Deputy Leon stated Suspect Jimenez was 
still “swinging his elbows, his arms, and kinda just kicking.” Deputy Leon believed 
delivering the strikes to Suspect Jimenez's face, head and upper torso would “get some 
compliance.” Deputy Leon stated, “That was the ultimate goal, just for him to have 
compliance, stop fighting and allow us to control his hands” [Deputy Miguel Leon's 
Third Transcript, Page 3]. 


Deputy Leon initially believed his punches would help gain compliance from Suspect 
Jimenez, but after the first few strikes, the suspect continued his “physical assault 
against deputies.” Deputy Leon believed his initial punches had “very little effect on the 
suspect” [Deputy Miguel Leon's Third Transcript, Page 4]. 


Deputy Leon re-assessed his need for continued punches to Suspect Jimenez while he 
was striking him. Deputy Leon watched Suspect Jimenez “directly in front of me. He's 
laying on his side” as he still fought deputies. Suspect Jimenez was “still throwing, 
swinging his elbow, kicking, and as l'm punching him, | see that my punches had very 
little effect on the suspect.” Deputy Leon stated, “I’m reassessing as l'm throwing each 
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punch and giving him an opportunity for him to stop." [Deputy Miguel Leon's Third 
Transcript, Page 4]. Deputy Leon stated he stopped punching Suspect Jimenez when 
he saw the suspect "slowing down." 


After the first stingball detonated Deputy Leon was heard, on the use of force video, 
asking if another stingball was needed. Deputy Leon asked if another stingball was 
needed to help gain “control of the suspect" or “at least some compliance" [Deputy 
Miguel Leon's Third Transcript, Page 5]. Deputy Leon said no additional stingballs 
was used on Suspect Jimenez. 


After punching Suspect Jimenez, Deputy Leon deployed his taser. Deputy Leon 
deployed his taser because although Suspect Jimenez "slowed down" he still refused to 
place his hands behind his back. Suspect Jimenez kept his hands near his waistband 
where Deputy Leon believed he concealed shards of broken glass. Deputy Leon 
decided to employ his taser when he was unsure if Suspect Jimenez was trying to 
retrieve the glass from his waistband. Deputy Leon said no pieces of broken glass were 
recovered from Suspect Jimenez, but broken pieces of glass were on the floor, near 
where the suspect's feet had been while he struggled with deputies. 


Deputy Leon used his Taser to gain compliance from Suspect Jimenez so he could be 
handcuffed. Deputy Leon ultimately drive stunned Suspect Jimenez three times. 
Deputy Leon stated the first drive stun had very little effect. Deputy Leon stated, "I 
reassessed the suspect's behavior and demeanor." He saw Suspect Jimenez was still 
not cooperating and not allowing deputies to control his hands and arms. Deputy Leon 
drive stunned Suspect Jimenez a second time to gain compliance; however, Suspect 
Jimenez still would not comply. Deputy Leon stated, "| saw deputies were still 
struggling to control his arms and his hands." Deputy Leon stated he drive stunned 
Suspect Jimenez a third time and Suspect Jimenez "was a little more compliant" and 
deputies were able to get control of his hands and handcuff him [Deputy Miguel 
Leon's Third Transcript, Page 7]. 


IAB NOTE: At 7:23 in the use of force video, Deputy Leon was seen with 
a knife inserted in his Sam Browne duty belt. Deputy Leon 
stated due to the many duties he performed during this 
incident, he forgot to remove and secure his knife prior to 
entering the jail. Deputy Leon stated his knife was never 
removed from his belt during the use of force incident. 


DEPUTY AN LUU 

On November 10, 2020, Deputy An Luu was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Terrence 
Smith at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Deputy Luu's 
statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT G]. 


On August 28, 2020, Deputy Luu was inside the East Los Angeles Station report writing 
room when he heard the jail alarm sound. Deputy Luu responded to the jail and saw 
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Deputy Mieno escorted out the jail with blood on her face. Deputy Luu made his 
way to a hallway near the jail's booking area and saw Deputy Galvez at the door of a 
storage closet. Deputy Luu heard glass breaking and objects being thrown around 
inside the storage closet. Deputy Galvez told Deputy Luu a suspect was barricaded 
inside the closet. Additionally, Deputy Luu smelled the odor of cleaning chemicals 
coming from inside the storage closet. 


Deputy Luu stated an extraction plan was created during a briefing where he, along with 
Deputies Leon, Maldonado, Aselin, Hernandez, Galvez, Rojas, and Kim were present 
and assigned duties to carry out during the extraction. Deputy Luu was assigned to 
deploy the stingball grenade [Deputy Luu's Transcript, Pages 7-8]. Suspect Jimenez 
was given verbal commands to surrender; however, he refused. Deputy Galvez opened 
the storage closet door and Deputy Luu employed the stingball [Deputy Luu's 
Transcript, Page 8]. After the stingball was employed, Deputy Galvez closed the 
storage closet door. After the stingball detonated, Deputy Luu described not hearing 
Suspect Jimenez make any sound for an indeterminate period of time, at which time the 
team of deputies made entry into the storage closet [Deputy Luu’s Transcript, Page 
9]. 


Deputy Luu stated he was the fourth or fifth deputy in the line of deputies to enter the 
storage closet. The lighting was very poor due to Suspect Jimenez breaking the 
overhead lighting and the floor was slippery because of the cleaning chemicals poured 
on the floor. Once inside the closet, Deputy Luu saw Suspect Jimenez crouched down. 
Suspect Jimenez sprang up and began swinging his arms and striking the deputies in 
front of the line. Suspect Jimenez made his way past the deputies and ended up lying 
on the hallway floor. Deputy Luu did not know if Suspect slipped and fell or if he was 
taken to the floor by deputies. 


Once Suspect Jimenez was on the floor, Deputy Luu “targeted his feet” [Deputy Luu's 
Transcript, Page 11]. Deputy Luu saw Suspect Jimenez kicking his feet in every 
direction, but Deputy Luu was not kicked by Suspect Jimenez. Deputy Luu used his 
body weight to hold Suspect Jimenez's left leg while Deputy Rojas controlled Suspect 
Jimenez's feet. Both Deputy Luu and Deputy Rojas applied the Hobble restraint to 
Suspect Jimenez's ankles [Deputy Luu's Transcript, Page 11]. 


Deputy Luu heard the sound of a Taser being used on Suspect Jimenez; however, he 
didn't know who employed the Taser. Deputy Luu believed the Taser was a factor in 
stopping Suspect Jimenez's physical resistance [Deputy Luu's Transcript, Page 13]. 
Suspect Jimenez was successfully handcuffed after he was tased; however, Deputy 
Luu did not see who actually handcuffed Suspect Jimenez, nor did he see any other 
uses of force by any of the assisting deputies. 


DEPUTY MATTHEW HERNANDEZ 


On November 19, 2020, Deputy Matthew Hernandez was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Terrence Smith at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Deputy 
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Hernandez's statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT 
G]. 


Prior to starting the interview, Deputy Hernandez was read the video review 
advisement, which was done on the record. Deputy Hernandez viewed the video of the 
use of force [EXHIBIT B, UOF Video]. 


On August 28, 2020, Deputy Hernandez was in the East Los Angeles Station report 
writing room when he heard the jail alarm sound. When he entered the jail 

Deput bleeding from her nose. Deputy Hernandez escorted Deputy utof 
the jail and immediately returned to the jail. He saw involved deputies at the storage 
closet door. Deputy Hernandez saw Suspect Jimenez inside the closet pouring 
chemicals on the floor. At one point, Suspect Jimenez held an oxygen tank and broke 
the overhead light fixture. Deputy Hernandez was told Suspect Jimenez concealed 
broken glass in his waistband. 


Deputy Hernandez recalled Deputy Leon developed a tactical plan. Deputy Leon gave 
each involved deputy an assignment for the extraction. Deputy Hernandez was 
assigned to hold the shield. Prior to entering the storage closet, Suspect Jimenez was 
given an opportunity to exit the closet. Suspect Jimenez told the involved deputies, "I 
can't breathe.” It was then decided to make entry to affect a medical rescue [Deputy 
Hernandez's Transcript, Page 7]. After the stingball was thrown into the storage 
closet and detonated, Suspect Jimenez appeared cooperative. Deputy Hernandez 
entered the storage closet with the shield. Suspect Jimenez took a “fighting stance” and 
“put up his hands” and “bladed his body” [Deputy Hernandez's Transcript, Page 7]. 
Deputy Hernandez described the lighting as “obstructed” as they proceeded further into 
the storage closet. As Deputy Hernandez attempted to pin Suspect Jimenez against 
the wall with his shield, he saw the suspect reach for an object in his waistband. Deputy 
Hernandez used his shield, by raising it in an upward motion, to knock the object out of 
Suspect Jimenez's hand. Suspect Jimenez tried to go under the shield and “grab our 
legs” [Deputy Hernandez’s Transcript, Page 8]. Deputy Hernandez saw Suspect 
Jimenez stand up and punch Deputy Maldonado in his face. Deputy Hernandez 
dropped the shield on the floor and attempted to gain control of Suspect Jimenez; 
however, he tripped over Deputy Maldonado. By the time Deputy Hernandez was able 
to stand up, Suspect Jimenez was on the floor in the hallway. Deputy Hernandez saw 
Suspect Jimenez kicking his legs and went “directly to his legs to hobble him” [Deputy 
Hernandez’s Transcript, Page 8]. Deputy Hernandez saw Suspect Jimenez trying to 
hit Deputies Maldonado and Luu, who were trying to control his upper torso. 


Deputy Hernandez described the force he used on Suspect Jimenez's feet as 
downward pressure. Suspect Jimenez kicked and thrashed his feet, which prompted 
Deputy Hernandez to apply the Hobble restraint around Suspect Jimenez's ankles. 
Deputy Hernandez assisted by carrying Suspect Jimenez by his feet to an awaiting 
gurney. Once on the gumey, Suspect Jimenez's legs were placed in soft restraints by 
paramedics. 
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Deputy Hernandez described his state of mind during this incident as a “panic factor” 
[Deputy Hernandez's Transcript, Page 13]. Deputy Hernandez stated, “l wasn't there 
trying to rough him up. | was just there just to get him out of there with as little force as 
necessary” [Deputy Hernandez's Transcript, Page 13]. 


DEPUTY ALBERTO MALDONADO 


On November 19, 2020, Deputy Alberto Maldonado was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Terrence Smith at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Deputy 
Maldonado's statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT 
G]. 


Prior to starting the interview, Deputy Maldonado was read the video review 
advisement, which was done on the record. Deputy Maldonado viewed the video of the 
use of force [EXHIBIT B, UOF Video]. 


On August 28, 2020. Deputy Maldonado and his partner, Deputy Jonathan Rojas, 
responded to} Deputy Maldonado and his 
partner contacted uspect Jimenez, was 


harassing and pushing her. Deputies Maldonado and Roja i Suspect Jimenez 
pending the arrival of the handling unit, Deputies Leon Em 22: 

Deputy Maldonado described Suspect Jimenez as paranoid and stating someone killed 
hi Suspect Jimenez was determined to be under the influence of a controlled 
substance and arrested by the handling unit. Deputies Maldonado and Rojas 
transported Suspect Jimenez to East Los Angeles Station for booking. During the 
transport to East Los Angeles Station, Suspect Jimenez continued to make paranoid 
statements, but was not threatening. Deputies Maldonado and Rojas escorted Suspect 
Jimenez to the jail, and Deputy Maldonado returned to their patrol unit. After returning 


to his patrol unit, he was advised of a disturbance in the jail. Deputy Maldonado 
returned to the jail and heard Suspect Jimenez yelling. 


After an extraction plan was developed, Deputy Maldonado was assigned to be "hands- 
on, control the suspect" [Deputy Maldonado's Transcript, Page 7]. Deputy Galvez 
gave the suspect orders to “put down the air tank and to put his hands behind his back 
and walk toward the door" [Deputy Maldonado's Transcript, Page 8]. After the 
stingball was thrown into the storage closet, the involved deputies made entry into the 
storage closet. Deputy Maldonado entered the closet second, behind Deputy 
Hernandez, who held the shield. Deputy Maldonado described the closet as "dark, with 
stuff all over the floor. It was slippery" [Deputy Maldonado's Transcript, Page 8]. 


Deputy Maldonado attempted to hold onto Suspect Jimenez's arm; however, he was 
unable to maintain a firm grip. Suspect Jimenez began punching him and his partners. 
Deputy Maldonado could not recall if he was actually struck by Suspect Jimenez. 
Deputy Maldonado struck Suspect Jimenez approximately 10 times on his face. This 
had no effect on Suspect Jimenez. Deputy Maldonado did not see any other force used 
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by other involved deputies inside the storage closet. 


Deputy Maldonado saw Suspect Jimenez fall to the floor outside the storage closet. 
Deputy Maldonado described this as a "fall" and not a take-down [Deputy Maldonado's 
Transcript, Page 11]. 


Once on the floor, Suspect Jimenez tucked his hands underneath his body. Deputy 
Maldonado attempted to gain control of his left arm by pulling it from underneath his 
body. Deputy Maldonado stated Suspect Jimenez did not have any weapons at that 
time. Deputy Maldonado saw Deputy Leon tase Suspect Jimenez. He heard the Taser 
cycle several times before he was able to gain control and handcuff Suspect Jimenez’ 
left arm. Deputy Maldonado did not know who handcuffed Suspect Jimenez's right arm. 
Next, Deputy Maldonado assisted with carrying Suspect Jimenez to the awaiting 
gurney. 


Deputy Maldonado described his state of mind as "chaotic" because he had just been in 
a "fistfight" with the suspect [Deputy Maldonado's Transcript, Page 14]. 


DEPUTY NIKOLIS PEREZ 


On October 29, 2020, Deputy Nikolis Perez was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Terrence 
Smith at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Deputy Perez's 
statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT G]. 


On August 28, 2020, Deputy Perez was assigned to Unit 23 and was in the station's 
report writing room when this incident occu le heard a jail alarm activation and 
responded to the jail where he saw Deput leeding from her nose. He learned 
Suspect Jimenez assaulted oo M barricaded himself inside a storage 
closet. Deputy Nikolis Perez looked through a small window on the closet door and saw 
Suspect Jimenez "destroying the entire office" [Deputy Nikolis Perez's Transcript, 
Page 5]. Deputy Nikolis Perez heard Deputy Galvez trying to calm Suspect Jimenez 
down and asked him to "just give up" [Deputy Nikolis Perez's Transcript, Page 5]. 


Deputy Nikolis Perez saw Suspect Jimenez pouring liquid bleach onto the floor and all 
throughout the storage closet. The suspect was also spreading broken glass on the 
floor. Suspect Jimenez also armed himself with a large oxygen tank. 


Deputy Nikolis Perez, along with Deputy Leon and Deputy Rojas left the storage closet 
to devise an extraction plan. They assigned several deputies duties on their extraction 
team. Deputy Nikolis Perez was assigned to a relief handcuffing position. 


While formulating their extraction plan, they were advised by Lieutenant Jose Sandoval 
that Suspect Jimenez was having difficulty breathing. Due to the exigency this created, 
Deputy Luu introduced a stingball grenade into the closet. The stingball detonation 

generated smoke which made it difficult to see inside the closet. As the smoke cleared, 
Deputy Nikolis Perez heard Deputy Galvez say the suspect was lying down on the floor. 
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Sergeant Gonzales ordered the team to enter the storage closet. Deputy Nikolis Perez 
described the storage closet as “extremely dark” and said the “floor was slippery from 
the bleach” [Deputy Nikolis Perez’s Transcript, Page 10]. 


There were approximately four to five deputies in front of Deputy Nikolis Perez when he 
heard an unknown deputy yell, “He's fighting” [Deputy Nikolis Perez's Transcript, 
Page 11]. Deputy Nikolis Perez saw Suspect Jimenez swinging his arms wildly in an 
effort to hit the deputies in front of him. Deputy Nikolis Perez saw Suspect Jimenez hit 
a deputy in his chest, but he could not recall which deputy it was. Deputy Nikolis Perez 
hit Suspect Jimenez twice on his face; and then within seconds hit Suspect Jimenez two 
more times on his face; however, this had no effect on the suspect. Deputy Nikolis 
Perez stated, “The whole time he was pushing forward towards the front door of the 
closet. He never stopped and he was continuously punching” [Deputy Nikolis Perez's 
Transcript, Pages 11, 13]. 


Suspect Jimenez was taken down in the hallway, just outside of the storage closet. 
Deputy Nikolis Perez did not take part in the takedown, nor did he use force on Suspect 
Jimenez outside of the closet. Deputy Nikolis Perez heard Deputy Leon yell, “Taser, 
Taser’ [Deputy Nikolis Perez's Transcript, Pages 14]. Deputy Nikolis Perez saw the 
Taser malfunction and saw Deputy Leon use the Taser to drive stun Suspect Jimenez 
for two five-second cycles. 


Deputy Nikolis Perez recalled Suspect Jimenez being handcuffed after being drive 
stunned, but could not remember who handcuffed the suspect. Deputy Nikolis Perez 
did not recall who carried Suspect Jimenez to the awaiting gurney. 


Deputy Nikolis Perez stated this incident caused him to become fearful because 
Suspect Jimenez did not feel the effects nor respond to any use of force. Deputy 
Nikolis Perez believed Suspect Jimenez intended to hurt as many deputies as he could 
[Deputy Nikolis Perez's Transcript, Pages 15-16]. 


Deputy Nikolis Perez could not recall seeing any other individual use of force by any 
other deputy engaged in attempting to detain Suspect Jimenez on the hallway floor. 

While inside the utility closet, he saw deputies hitting Suspect Jimenez with personal 
weapons, but he could not recall who exactly struck Suspect Jimenez. 


DEPUTY JONATHAN ROJAS 


On October 29, 2020, Deputy Jonathan Rojas was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Terrence Smith at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Deputy 
Rojas' statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT G]. 


On August 28, 2020, Deputy Rojas and his partner, Deputy Alberto Maldonado, Unit 
23A, responded t Deputy Rojas and his 
partner contacted Suspect Jimenez, was 
harassing her, and pushed her. Deputies Rojas and Maldonado detained Suspect 
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Jimenez pending the arrival of the handling unit, Deputies Leon and | Unit 22. 


After further investigation, it was determined Suspect Jimenez was under the influence 
of a controlled substance and on HEN Jimenez was placed under 
arrest and Deputies Rojas and Maldonado transported Suspect Jimenez to East Los 
Angeles Station to be booked. Deputy Rojas described Suspect Jimenez as paranoid 
during the transport to East Los Angeles Station. Suspect Jimenez stated someone 
was trying to kill his| Suspect Jimenez was not threatening during the transport 
and was "actually cooperative" [Deputy Rojas's Transcript, page 6]. 


While at the station, Deputy Rojas waited outside while Deputy Maldonado and Deputy 

escorted Suspect Jimenez into the jail. A shorti , Deputy Rojas was 
alerted to a disturbance in the jail. He was told — MM in a storage 
closet and had armed himself with an oxygen tank. Deputy Rojas saw Deputy Galvez 
at the storage closet door giving commands to Suspect Jimenez through a small 
window. Suspect Jimenez broke the overhead light fixture which caused the storage 
closet to go dark. Deputy Galvez illuminated the closet with his flashlight and continued 
to give Suspect Jimenez commands to put the oxygen tank down and to put his hands 
behind his back. Deputy Rojas, along with Deputies Leon and Nikolis Perez left the 
hallway in front of the storage closet to form an extraction plan. They formed a plan and 
outlined jobs for individual deputies. Additionally, they also planned for paramedics to 
stage at the station. Deputy Leon gave each deputy their assignment and at the 
direction of Sergeant Gonzales, Deputy Galvez opened the utility closet door so Deputy 
Luu could introduce the stingball grenade. 


After the stingball detonated, the smoke it generated made it very difficult to see inside. 
Deputy Galvez continued to give Suspect Jimenez orders to place his hands behind his 
back. When deputies entered the storage closet, they encountered Suspect Jimenez, 
who began to fight. Deputy Rojas heard several deputies giving orders to Suspect 
Jimenez to stop fighting. Deputy Rojas saw Suspect Jimenez punching at deputies; 
however, he could not see if he actually hit any deputies. Deputy Rojas described 
Suspect Jimenez as "swinging wildly" at the first deputy in the closet [Deputy Rojas' 
Transcript, Page 11]. 


Deputy Rojas punched Suspect Jimenez on his face, but it had no effect. Deputy Rojas 
heard deputies giving Suspect Jimenez orders to stop fighting. Deputy Rojas saw 
Suspect Jimenez “duck under deputies and made his way to the door" [Deputy Rojas’ 
Transcript, Page 12]. Deputy Rojas, fearing Suspect Jimenez would make his way out 
of the storage closet and to an exit at the back of the jail, kneed Suspect Jimenez one 
time in the chest; however, it had no effect. After kneeing Suspect Jimenez, Deputy 
Rojas placed his hands on Suspect Jimenez's back and pushed him to the ground 
[Deputy Rojas's Transcript, Page 13]. As Suspect Jimenez fell to the ground, Deputy 
Rojas laid face down on top of Suspect Jimenez's legs. He held onto the suspect's legs 
to prevent him from kicking. Deputy Rojas gave Suspect Jimenez commands to stop 
fighting. Deputy Rojas punched Suspect Jimenez twice in his stomach because he 
continued kicking his legs. Deputy Rojas heard "Taser, Taser" and heard the Taser 
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being activated; however, the tase had no effect on Suspect Jimenez [Deputy Rojas’s 
Transcript, Page 16]. 


Deputy Rojas applied a Hobble restraint around Suspect Jimenez's ankles. Suspect 
Jimenez continued to thrash his legs about. Deputy Rojas heard the Taser activate two 
more times before it had the desired effect on Suspect Jimenez. Deputy Rojas was not 
aware if the Taser prongs were fired during the second and third deployment or if the 
Taser was used to drive stun Suspect Jimenez. The third Taser application was 
successful and Suspect Jimenez was handcuffed. 


After Suspect Jimenez was handcuffed, he was placed in a recovery position on his left 
side. Suspect Jimenez was carried from the hallway and placed on a gurney. Deputy 
Rojas repositioned the Hobble restraint around Suspect Jimenez's knees so he could 
be secured properly to the gurney. 


Deputy Rojas described his state of mind during this incident as fearful for his partner's 
safety. Deputy Rojas was also fearful the suspect was going to escape. Deputy Rojas 
was injured during the use of force when a Taser prong entered his wrist and became 
embedded [Deputy Rojas’s Transcript, Pages 20-21]. 


DEPUTY ANDREW ASELIN 


On November 23, 2020, Deputy Andrew Aselin was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Terrence Smith at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Deputy 
Aselin's statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT G]. 


On August 28, 2020, Deputy Aselin was assigned to work the East Los Angeles Station 
desk, when he heard the jail alarm sound. Deputy Aselin responded to the jail and saw 
Deput bleeding from her nose and mouth. Deputy Aselin heard Suspect 
Jimene: g from inside a storage closet where he was barricaded. Deputy Aselin 
left the jail with Deputy Leon and Sergeant Gonzales to create an extraction plan. 
During the extraction planning stage, information was relayed about Suspect Jimenez 
having difficulty breathing due to the cleaning chemicals he poured throughout the 
storage closet. Deputy Aselin was assigned to a medical rescue position [Deputy 
Aselin’s Transcript, Page 4]. 


Deputy Aselin and the other involved deputies responded back to the jail. Deputy 
Galvez told Suspect Jimenez to get down on his knees and place his hands on his 
head. Deputy Aselin heard Suspect Jimenez yell out he couldn't breathe, but could 
hear the suspect banging the file cabinets and the storage closet door with the metal 
oxygen tank. 


Once the stingball grenade was thrown into the storage closet and detonated, it 
appeared Suspect Jimenez would comply. Suspect Jimenez turned around and placed 
his hands behind his back. The door was opened and the involved deputies entered. 
Deputy Hernandez was first, with the shield, into the storage closet. As the involved 
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deputies entered, Suspect Jimenez turned around and brought his hands up and started 
swinging wildly. Suspect Jimenez was “swinging as wide as he could, as fast as he 
could” [Deputy Aselin's Transcript, Page 6]. Deputy Aselin described the condition of 
the storage closet, “I could hear glass breaking and crunching as we were walking in 
there. The chemicals were just everywhere, it was hard to keep footing. The fumes 
from the chemicals were burning our eyes” [Deputy Aselin's Transcript, Page 6]. 


Due to the low visibility in the storage closet, Deputy Aselin could not see force used by 
the other involved deputies. Deputy Aselin struck the suspect four to five times on the 
right side of his face to get him to comply; however, his punches had no effect. Suspect 
Jimenez was covered in sweat and cleaning chemicals and “slipped” right through the 
deputies and out of the storage closet [Deputy Aselin’s Transcript, Page 7]. Once out 
of the storage closet, Suspect Jimenez slipped and landed on the floor [Deputy 
Aselin’s Transcript, Page 8]. Once Suspect Jimenez was on the floor, Deputy Aselin 
used a control hold on Suspect Jimenez's left arm to assist with handcuffing. Suspect 
Jimenez kept one of his arms tucked undemeath his body. Deputy Aselin was unsure if 
Suspect Jimenez armed himself while inside the storage closet. Deputy Aselin focused 
on “what was in front of me” and did not see any force used on Suspect Jimenez by 
other involved deputies [Deputy Aselin’s Transcript, Page 9]. 


Deputy Aselin heard someone yell “Taser” and heard the sound of the Taser being 
activated. Deputy Aselin was unsure of how many times the Taser was employed, but it 
did have a positive effect on Suspect Jimenez as Deputy Aselin, along with Deputy 
Galvez, were able to handcuff the suspect's left arm. Deputy Aselin was unsure who 
handcuffed Suspect Jimenez's right arm. 


Deputy Aselin stated he was afraid during this incident due to the violent and assaultive 
behavior Suspect Jimenez displayed. 


DEPUTY WOODROW KIM, JR. 
On December 2, 2020, Deputy Woodrow Kim was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Terrence Smith at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Deputy 
Kim’ statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT G]. 
Prior to starting the interview, Deputy Kim was read the video review advisement, which 
was done on the record. Deputy Kim then viewed the video of the use of force 
[EXHIBIT B, UOF Video]. 
On August 28, 2020, Deputy Kim was inside the East Los Angeles Station kitchen when 
he heard the jail alarm sound. Deputy Kim's partner, DUM = < in the 
NN" Deputy Kim heard the jail alarm sound. Deputy 
im responded to the Jail, but prior to reaching the jail he saw Deputy | outside of 
the jail, bleeding from her nose. Deputy illic Deputy Kim she was punched by an 
inmate in the jail. 
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Deputy Kim entered the jail and saw deputies talking to the suspect through a storage 
closet's door. Deputy Kim left the jail with Deputy Leon and other deputies (unknown) 
to make an extraction plan. Deputy Kim was assigned to a stand by position and once 
the extraction began, Deputy Kim did not enter the storage closet with the entry team. 


Deputy Kim described his position as "off to the side" of the closet [Deputy Kim's 
Transcript, Page 8]. Deputy Kim saw as Suspect Jimenez pushed his way past 
deputies, and saw him punching deputies as he exited the storage closet. Deputy Kim 
did not know exactly who Suspect Jimenez punched, nor did he know which deputies 
punched Suspect Jimenez. As Suspect Jimenez exited the storage closet, he fell to the 
floor. Deputy Kim did not know if Suspect Jimenez fell or was taken down by deputies. 
Deputy Kim described Suspect Jimenez's action on the floor as kicking and fighting with 
deputies who were attempting to restrain him. Deputy Kim stated, "He wouldn't give up 
his hands so we could handcuff him" [Deputy Kim's Transcript, Page 11]. 


As deputies struggled with Suspect Jimenez on the floor, Deputy Kim delivered four 
kicks to Suspect Jimenez's lower back. Deputy Kim believed these kicks were 
necessary because he believed Suspect Jimenez armed himself with glass shards while 
inside the storage closet. Deputy Kim said information was relayed to him during the 
pre-extraction briefing that Suspect Jimenez possibly armed himself. As Suspect 
Jimenez struggled with deputies on the floor, he placed his hands close to his 
waistband as his body was angled on his left side. Deputy Kim kicked Suspect Jimenez 
believing he was armed. Although he never saw the suspect in possession of glass 
shards, Deputy Kim described his state of mind during this incident as not knowing if the 
suspect was still armed with the glass shards. Deputy Kim also expressed concern that 
everyone was in close proximity and nobody voiced whether or not Suspect Jimenez 
still had a weapon [Deputy Kim's Transcript, Page 14]. 


Deputy Kim placed his hands on Suspect Jimenez's head and neck to assist with 
controlling Suspect Jimenez. Deputy Kim applied “downward” pressure while holding 
“between the back of his head and neck" [Deputy Kim's Transcript, Page 15]. 
Deputy Kim did not squeeze the back of Suspect Jimenez's neck or head. 


Deputy Kim heard the Taser being activated, but was unable to tell if the Taser was 
being used to drive stun or if the prongs were ejected from the Taser's cartridge. 
Deputy Kim did not know who deployed the Taser. After being tased, Suspect Jimenez 
was handcuffed; however, Deputy Kim did not know who actually handcuffed Suspect 
Jimenez. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 
CUSTODY ASSISTANT ASHLEY CABRAL 
On December 15, 2020, Custody Assistant (CA) Ashley Cabral was interviewed by IAB 


Sergeant Terrence Smith, at the Internal Affairs Bureau. CA Cabral was the PM Shift 
Jailer at the time of this use of force. The following is a summary of CA Cabral's 
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statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT G]. 


Prior to the use of force occurring, and while Suspect Jimenez was in the main booking 
cell, he began to instigate fights with other inmates in the cell. CA Cabral moved 
Suspect Jimenez to another cell where he could be isolated. Suspect Jimenez was 
cooperative with CA Cabral when she moved him. 


As CA Cabral live scanned another inmate, she saw Deputy, alk to the 
cell where Suspect Jimenez was placed. She heard Deput ay, "Get back 
inside the cell" [CA Ashley Cabral's Transcript, Page 6]. She also heard a heavy 
linen cart "screech" as if it was being moved and heard Deputy say "stop" [CA 
Ashley Cabral's Transcript, Page 6]. Believing a disturbance was occurring, CA 
Cabral pushed ti ic alarm button. After pushi e button, CA Cabral went to 
check on 2n A Cabral saw Deo MM sno ro at the storage closet 
and pulling on the door to keep it shut. CA Cabral went to her aid and helped her hold 
the door closed. She also looked through the door's window and saw Suspect Jimenez 


holding an oxygen tank. She also heard Suspect Jimenez banging the oxygen tank on 
the door. 


CA Cabral saw Deputy| as bleeding from her nose. As deputies began to arrive, 
CA Cabral escorted Deputy} o the jail’s booking area where she gave her tissue 
to wipe her face and nose before eun ll the jail to be medically treated. CA 
Cabral went into her office and stayed there during the use of force. She did not see 
the use of force; however, she heard the stingball grenade detonate. After the incident 


she saw Suspect Jimenez being wheeled out of the jail on a gurney by paramedics. 
She saw the involved deputies uniform shirts were torn and covered in blood. 


DEPUTY AARON ABELLANO 


On December 8, 2020, Deputy Aaron Abellano was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Terrence Smith, at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Deputy 
Abellano’s statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT 
G]. 


Deputy Abellano was in the station's report writing room when he heard the panic alarm 
sound from the jail. Deputy Abellano responded to the jail and saw Deputy) 

bleeding from her nose. Deputy Abellano requested paramedics via his handheld radio. 
Deputy Abellano responded to the storage closet where Suspect Jimenez had 
barricaded himself. Deputy Abellano saw other deputies at the door telling S 

Jimenez to come to the door. He heard the suspect yell something about his| 

being killed. Deputy Abellano told Suspect Jimenez to come to the door and put his 
hands behind his back [Deputy Abellano’s Transcript, Page 4]. 


Deputy Abellano looked into the storage closet and saw Suspect Jimenez jumping on 


the file cabinets and saw him grab an oxygen tank and hold it against his body. He saw 
the suspect break a fluorescent light in the closet. Deputy Abellano attempted to build a 
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rapport with Suspect Jimenez by assuring him deputies did not hurt his — oeputy 
Abellano’s Transcript, Page 5]. 


During the tactical planning for the extraction, Deputy Abellano was assigned to operate 
the video camera. Deputy Abellano filmed the incident from the pre-force planning in 
the hallway outside of the storage closet, through the use of force, until the suspect was 
carried to the awaiting gurney and transported to the ambulance. Deputy Abellano 
filmed the incident while standing approximately six feet away. Deputy Abellano did not 
see any specific uses of force because he was focused on operating the video camera 
and his view through the camera’s view finder made it difficult to determine individual 
uses of force [Deputy Abellano’s Transcript, Page 6-7]. 


SERGEANT PAUL GONZALES 


On January 13, 2021, Sergeant Paul Gonzales was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Terrence Smith, at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Sergeant 
Gonzales's statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT 
G]. 


Sergeant Gonzales was the PM shift Watch Sergeant at the time of this incident. Upon 
hearing the jail alarm, Sergeant Gonzales responded to the jail. Sergeant Gonzales 
Saw o MM een from her nose. Deputy old Sergeant 
Gonzales she was assaulted by Suspect Jimenez who then locked himself in a storage 
closet. 


Sergeant Gonzales and Lieutenant Lopez began assessing the situation and it was 
decided to request the Mental Evaluation team (MET) and the Men's Central Jail 
extraction team. Paramedics were also summoned to respond to the East Los Angeles 
Station. Sergeant Gonzales also directed two deputies to “do a plan” [Sergeant Paul 
Gonzales's Transcript, Page 3]. 


While the planning and notifications were occurring, Suspect Jimenez began 
complaining he couldn't breathe. This was due to the chemicals he poured onto the 
floor inside the storage closet. Sergeant Gonzales directed Deputy Leon to implement 
the tactical plan he had discussed with other deputies. Sergeant Gonzales supervised 
the involved deputies as they staged at the storage closet door. Sergeant Gonzales 
directed Deputy Luu to “throw in a stingball” [Sergeant Paul Gonzales's Transcript, 
Page 4]. After the stingball was thrown into the storage closet, Deputy Galvez informed 
him the suspect was “cooperating” and “on his knees” [Sergeant Paul Gonzales's 
Transcript, Page 4]. The involved deputies made entry into the storage closet to 
handcuff Suspect Jimenez; however, Suspect Jimenez began fighting. Sergeant 
Gonzales saw Suspect Jimenez avoid Deputy Hernandez's shield. He saw Suspect 
Jimenez punching deputies inside the closet and also saw deputies returning punches. 


Sergeant Gonzales described the visibility inside the closet as “good” and saw Suspect 
Jimenez punch Deputy Leon and Deputy Galvez. As Suspect Jimenez continued 
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fighting, Sergeant Gonzales gave multiple orders to Suspect Jimenez to stop fighting. 
Sergeant Gonzales also directed deputies to “return punches” [Sergeant Paul 
Gonzales's Transcript, Page 6]. Sergeant Gonzales described the deputy's punches 
as “ineffective” [Sergeant Paul Gonzales's Transcript, Page 6]. 


As Suspect Jimenez exited the storage closet, he was taken down. Sergeant Gonzales 
directed the takedown; however, he did not recall who conducted the takedown. Once 
Suspect Jimenez was on the floor, he continued fighting. The involved deputies had 
difficulty restraining Suspect Jimenez and Deputy Leon employed his Taser in an effort 
to subdue him. Sergeant Gonzales saw Deputy Leon use the Taser to drive stun 
Suspect Jimenez and was told the Taser malfunctioned. Sergeant Gonzales did not 
recall how many times Suspect Jimenez was drive stunned. Sergeant Gonzales also 
saw Deputy Leon and Deputy Rojas punching the suspect while on the floor. He did not 
recall any specific force used by other involved deputies. 


Sergeant Gonzales confirmed he directed the entire force incident [Sergeant Paul 
Gonzales's Transcript, Page 8-9]. He, along with Sergeant German Ochoa were the 
only supervisors in the hallway at the time the force occurred [Sergeant Paul 
Gonzales's Transcript, Page 10]. 


In an effort to refresh Sergeant Gonzales's memory on the events occurring 
immediately after Suspect Jimenez was handcuffed, | showed Sergeant Gonzales the 
video of the use of force at the time Suspect Jimenez was carried to the gurney. Prior 
to viewing the video, Sergeant Gonzales was read the video advisement, which was 
done on the record. Initially, Sergeant Gonzales recalled Suspect Jimenez being stood 
up after being handcuffed and the gurney being brought to him. The video refreshed 
Sergeant Gonzales's memory and he recalled Suspect Jimenez being carried, by 
involved deputies to the gurney in the booking area where the paramedics were staged 
[Sergeant Paul Gonzales's Transcript, Page 13]. 


SERGEANT GERMAN OCHOA 


On January 13, 2021, Sergeant German Ochoa was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Terrence Smith, at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following is a summary of Sergeant 
Ochoa's statements during the IAB interview and the supplemental report [EXHIBIT G]. 


Sergeant Ochoa was working as the field sergeant (20S) when he responded to the 
station at the request of Sergeant Gonzales. Once inside the station jail, Sergeant 
Ochoa saw Suspect Jimenez barricaded himself inside a storage closet. Sergeant 
Ochoa heard Suspect Jimenez breaking things inside the closet and was told the 
suspect was arming himself with an oxygen tank and had spilled soap on the floor 
[Sergeant German Ochoa's Transcript, Page 2-3]. 


Sergeant Ochoa participated in the planning of a possible extraction of Suspect 


Jimenez. During the planning, he, along with Deputies Leon and Rojas researched 
policy on extractions and researched the suspect's criminal history. It was during this 
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time an exigency arose when Suspect Jimenez complained he was having trouble 
breathing. Sergeant Ochoa responded back to the jail where Deputy Leon gave 
assignments to all of the involved deputies. 


Sergeant Gonzales directed the involved deputies as they made their entry into the 
storage closet. Sergeant Ochoa stood by and witnessed the subsequent uses of force. 
Shortly after the stingball was employed, the involved deputies made entry into the 
storage closet. Sergeant Ochoa heard what sounded like fighting inside the closet. 
Sergeant Ochoa saw the suspect force his way out of the closet and onto the hallway 
floor, where he fell to his knees. Sergeant Ochoa did not know if Suspect Jimenez was 
taken down or if he fell on his own. Sergeant Ochoa stood approximately ten feet away 
from the storage closet door and could not see inside the closet. 


Once Suspect Jimenez was in the hallway, Sergeant Ochoa saw Deputy Leon punching 
Suspect Jimenez and pushing him to the ground. He saw Suspect Jimenez doing what 
he believed was either fighting or trying to stand up to run away. He saw Deputy Leon 
on the left side of Suspect Jimenez's body and saw him push the suspect down by his 
upper body. Additionally, Sergeant Ochoa saw Deputy Kim kick Suspect Jimenez at 
least once on Suspect Jimenez's left arm. Sergeant Ochoa stated he was in a position 
to see exactly where Deputy Kim's kick landed and described it as landing on Suspect 
Jimenez's bicep/tricep. Sergeant Ochoa described Deputy Kim's kick to be “pain 
compliance” because Suspect Jimenez's hand was tucked underneath his body 
[Sergeant German Ochoa's Transcript, Pages 7-8]. 


Sergeant Ochoa also saw Deputy Galvez on Suspect Jimenez's right side, punching the 
suspect an -unknown number of times. Sergeant Ochoa recalled seeing Deputy Aselin 
near Suspect Jimenez's lower body, but did not see what force he used. Sergeant 
Ochoa heard Deputy Leon yell “Taser” and heard the Taser discharge. He later learned 
the Taser misfired and a Taser prong hit Deputy Rojas's wrist. Sergeant Ochoa saw 
Deputy Leon remove the Taser cartridge and drive stunned Suspect Jimenez at least 
once [Sergeant German Ochoa's Transcript, Pages 10]. 


Sergeant Ochoa described seeing Suspect Jimenez reach for a flashlight which was on 
the floor next to where he struggled with the involved deputies. Suspect Jimenez 
touched the flashlight, but was unable to grab it. Sergeant Ochoa saw Deputy Kim kick 
the flashlight out of Suspect Jimenez's reach. Deputy Kim then repositioned to the 
suspect's “right side” and “was holding his head down” [Sergeant German Ochoa's 
Transcript, Pages 11]. 


Sergeant Ochoa saw Deputies Galvez and Maldonado overcome Suspect Jimenez's 
resistance and handcuffed his hands behind his back. Suspect Jimenez was turned 
onto his side and then carried to awaiting paramedics. 


Sergeant Ochoa attended a post force debriefing where tactics and planning were 


discussed amongst the involved deputies. | asked Sergeant Ochoa to describe any de- 
escalation attempts made prior to the use of force. Sergeant Ochoa stated there were 
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multiple de-escalation attempts made throughout the incident [Sergeant German 
Ochoa's Transcript, Pages 13-14]. Sergeant Ochoa further explained an additional 
force option was to employ Oleoresin Capsicum spray; however, Suspect Jimenez was 
already having trouble breathing and there was no way to know how the Oleoresin 
Capsicum spray and cleaning chemicals would react. 


CUSTODY ASSISTANT RAUL CASTELLON 


On January 14, 2021, Custody Assistant (CA) Raul Castellon was interviewed by IAB 
Sergeant Terrence Smith, at the Internal Affairs Bureau. At the time of this force 
incident, CA Castellon was working in a light duty capacity and assigned to a work area 
in the jail which was separated from the main booking area and from where the force 
took place. 


CA Castellon did not remember when Suspect Jimenez was brought into the jail, nor did 
he remember when he was moved from the main booking cell to the isolation cell. CA 
Castellon heard what he later found out to be the linen cart slamming against the wall in 
the jail. He heard a female yell "Hey, Hey!" A short time later he heard deputies 
arriving to the jail. CA Castellon did not see any uses of force and never left his 
assigned work location. 


LIEUTENANT JOSE SANDOVAL 


On April 1, 2021, Lieutenant Jose Sandoval was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Terrence 
Smith, at the East Los Angeles Station. Lieutenant Sandoval was assigned as the EM 
shift watch commander on August 29, 2020; however he began his shift at 2000 hours 
on August 28, 2020. 


Lieutenant Sandoval arrived to work approximately one hour early to make an early 
relief, but didn't initially find Lieutenant Eduardo Lopez. Lieutenant Sandoval later 
learned Lieutenant Lopez was inside the jail handling the barricaded inmate incident. 
Lieutenant Sandoval entered the jail to assist and found Lieutenant Lopez who briefed 
him on the incident. Lieutenant Sandoval walked to the storage closet door and looked 
through the small window. Lieutenant Sandoval described the room as very dark. 
Lieutenant Sandoval recalled smelling the strong odor of a chemical coming from inside 
the storage closet. Lieutenant Sandoval saw a figure inside the storage closet, but 
because it was so dark, he could not get a clear picture. Lieutenant Sandoval did not 
notice any cuts or wounds on Suspect Jimenez at that time [Lieutenant Jose 
Sandoval’s Transcript, Page 4]. 


Lieutenant Sandoval was not present for an initial briefing; however he was present for 
the pre-planning briefing that occurred in the jail hallway, prior to the use of force. 
Lieutenant Sandoval did not have any concerns regarding the planning to extract 
Suspect Jimenez. Once Suspect Jimenez began having trouble breathing Lieutenant 
Sandoval knew "something needed to be done to get him out safely." Lieutenant 
Sandoval did not make any tactical recommendations other than reminding the sergeant 
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to be close enough to the deputies to direct the force [Lieutenant Jose Sandoval's 
Transcript, Page 6]. 


Due to the narrow configuration of the hallway where the use of force occurred, 
Lieutenant Sandoval took a position out of view and approximately ten feet away from 
the storage room closet. Lieutenant Sandoval recalled hearing deputies giving the 
suspect orders to “stop fighting.” 


IAB NOTE: The hallway where the use of force occurred intersects with 
an adjacent hallway, making an “L-shape” configuration. Both 
Lieutenants Sandoval and Lopez had to move back into the 
“L” portion of the hallway, out of view of the use of force. 
Although out of view of the actual use of force, both Lieutenants 
Sandoval and Lopez were very close and available to the deputies 
and sergeants who were actually in the hallway with Suspect 
Jimenez. 


Lieutenant Sandoval did not have any concerns regarding how the incident was 
handled, nor did he think anything could have been done differently. Lieutenant 
Sandoval debriefed this incident with the involved deputies and discussed things that 
could have been improved; however he admitted “For the most part, most people saw it 
being fine with no issues. Aside from the hallway being so narrow and that made it very 
difficult for the deputies” [Lieutenant Jose Sandoval's Transcript, Page 9]. 


LIEUTENANT EDUARDO LOPEZ 


On April 1, 2021, Lieutenant Eduardo Lopez was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Terrence 
Smith, at the East Los Angeles Station. Lieutenant Lopez was read the video 
advisement and shown the pre-force video. After reviewing the video, Lieutenant Lopez 
identified himself on video speaking to Suspect Jimenez through the storage closet 
door. 


Lieutenant Lopez further explained he tried to “create some dialogue” and asked 
Suspect Jimenez to put down the oxygen tank and comply. Suspect Jimenez used the 
oxygen tank to break items inside the room. Lieutenant Lopez smelled the odor of 
chemicals and described the interior of the closet as very dark because Suspect 
Jimenez broke an overhead light. Lieutenant Lopez saw Suspect Jimenez's face and 
saw blood on his head and neck and described the bleeding as a “constant drip” 
[Lieutenant Eduardo Lopez's Transcript, Page 2]. 


Lieutenant Lopez was assigned as the PM shift watch commander on August 28, 2020, 
when he was notified of the incident involving Suspect Jimenez. Lieutenant Lopez 
responded to the jail and saw several deputies in the hallway in front of the storage 
closet. Lieutenant Lopez heard loud banging and glass breaking coming from inside the 
closet. Lieutenant Jose Sandoval, who was the EM shift watch commander, arrived 
approximately one hour before his shift began and assisted Lieutenant Lopez with 
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ensuring a tactical plan was made and paramedics were staged. Lieutenant Lopez 
stated he planned to contact MET (Mental Evaluation Team) and the Men's Central Jail 
extraction team; however once Suspect Jimenez complained he couldn't breathe the 
extraction plan shifted to a medical rescue. 


Lieutenant Lopez attempted to speak to Suspect Jimenez at the storage closet window 
and heard him say, “I can't breathe” [Lieutenant Eduardo Lopez's Transcript, Page 
6]. Lieutenant Lopez told Suspect Jimenez to put down the oxygen tank he was holding 
and to place his hands on his head and comply. Additionally, Lieutenant Lopez stated 
the deputies who were present attempted to de-escalate the situation by asking Suspect 
Jimenez to cooperate; however Suspect Jimenez would not comply. 


When the rescue extraction began, Lieutenant Lopez was approximately 20 to 25 feet 
behind the involved deputies. When the use of force began, he was "shuffled" back in 
the hallway and lost view. Lieutenant Lopez stated he could see the sergeants, but 
nothing else [Lieutenant Eduardo Lopez's Transcript, Page 7]. Lieutenant Lopez 
heard deputies shouting "stop resisting" and "give me your hand" [Lieutenant Eduardo 
Lopez's Transcript, Page 7]. 


Lieutenant Lopez did not believe anything could have been done differently during this 
use of force and stated, "We slowed everything down. We planned. We created a plan 
and had medical personnel there on scene" [Lieutenant Eduardo Lopez's Transcript, 
Page 8]. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 
EDUARDO JIMENEZ 


On August 29, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Suspect Eduardo Jimenez at the Los 
Angeles County Medical Center jail ward. Suspect Jimenez's speech was rambling and 
at times incoherent; however he stated he remembered being arrested by deputies. 
Suspect Jimenez stated he ran and pushed an officer and then saw a lady "trying to 
close me in. l just pushed past them and ran into the little closet" [Suspect Eduardo 
Jimenez's Transcript, Page 3]. 


Suspect Jimenez described bombs and chemicals spraying from the ceiling. He said he 
was “coughing and choking." Suspect Jimenez also stated “40 officers entered the 
closet and hit him on his head" [Suspect Eduardo Jimenez's Transcript, Page 4]. 


Suspect Jimenez was tased five times and received all his bruises from being hit with 
fists and a baton. Suspect Jimenez stated he was having trouble focusing because he 
was hit on his head. He stated he had pain to his left arm and shoulder. 


Suspect Jimenez stated he was "coming down" from crystal methamphetamine. He 


said he snorted “a little bit" the day before this incident. Additionally, Suspect Jimenez 
admitted to having a history of mental illness and was using methamphetamine since he 
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paroled from prison in October 2019 [Suspect Eduardo Jimenez's Transcript, Page 
6-7]. 
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
